HE primary mission of the Bureau of 

Ships is the design, construction, re- 
pair and conversion of the Navy’s fighting 
ships. Since World War II, the Bureau 
has also assumed responsibility for the 
procurement of 
vessels for the 
Army and Alr 
Force. 

Urgent opera- 
tional -require- 
ments of the Ko- 
rean War have 
greatly in- 
creased the 
workload of the 
Bureau which, 
with the field ac- 
tivities under 
its management 
control, has be- 
come one of the 
largest indus- 
trial organiza- 
tions in the country. Employment in the 
departmental service and in the shops 
and laboratories of the naval shipyards 
has almost doubled in the past year. 

This expansion of the naval shipyards 
has been accompanied by the develop- 
ment of more efficient management tech- 
niques. Shipyard organizations and facili- 
ties have been streamlined and standard- 
ized. The Bureau has had fewer expansion 
problems than during World War II. 

On 1 July 1950, the Navy’s active fleet 
consisted of 618 ships. Many more were 
needed immediately to augment our 
forces in the Far East. Fortunately, the 
Navy, with ingenuity and foresight, had 
stored more than 2,000 World War II 
vessels “in mothballs,” and had main- 
tained them in a substantial state of 
battle readiness. 

Hundreds of these reserve fleet ships, 
including battleships, carriers, destroyers 
and submarines, have joined our operat- 
ing forces. The Navy’s active fleet today 
consists of more than 1,040 ships. 

In new construction directed by the 
Bureau, major emphasis is being placed 
on anti-submarine vessels and minesweep- 
ers, whereas in conversion, the emphasis 
is on carriers and anti-submarine vessels. 

A target and experimental submarine 
is being designed to develop hull forms,

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Senators Discover Services’ “Tragic Housing | Army Orders 1733 


Problem”; Suggest Another Dept. Survey |

A Senate Subcommittee which investi- 
gated housing conditions at three Army 
posts issued an indignant report this 
week declaring that “the urgent and al- 
most tragic housing problem which to- 
day faces the families of men in our 
Armed Services is one which calls for 
immediate solution if the morale of our 
fighting men is not to be impaired.” 

“When cellars and houses made of bot- 
tles and beer cans are rented as ‘homes’,” 
the report states, “there is something 
wrong. It would seem everything has 
been converted to houses—garages, coal 
sheds, chicken coops, barns, tool sheds, 
granaries, and smokehouses. Such hovels 
are merely gestures of contempt toward 
those who are desperate enough to take 
anything which is offered.” 

The situation was discovered by the 
Preparedness Subcommittee of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Armed Services, un- 
der the chairmanship of Senator Lyndon 
B. Johnson (D-Tex). The report was 





based on investigations made at Camp 
Breckinridge, Ky., Camp Rucker, Ala., 
and Ft. Leonard Wood, Mo. The investi- 
gators are still at work and will report 
shortly on conditions at Camp Atterbury, 


| Ind., Camp Pickett, Va., and Ft. Jackson,

Unfortunately, the report made no 
concrete recommendations for the alle- 
viation of these conditions, stating that 
“it may be necessary for the subcommit- 
tee to conduct further studies and hear- 
ings in order to provide a substantial 
basis on which to formulate recom- 
mendations.” 

The subcommittee suggested that in 
the meantime, the Department of De- 
fense should immediately initiate, “to 
the fullest extent of its powers and re- 
sources, measures to alleviate housing 
conditions.” 

The Subcommittee’s recommendations 
seem to offer little hope of relief. They

Rep. Sutton Presses 


For Action on WO’s 


Representative Pat Sutton (D-Tenn.), 
author of a bill to set up a promotion 
system for the Services’ Warrant Offi- 
cers, struck back this week at a Depart- 
ment of Defense plea that legislation 
be further delayed while it continues its 
studies. 

Representative Sutton’s bill, which 
was based on studies and recommenda- 
tions compiled within the Department, 
was submitted to the Department by the 
House Armed Services Committee for 
comment. In its reply, the Department 
criticized various technical features of 
the bill and then concluded by stating: 

“The Department of Defense has long 
been cognizant of the need for a com- 
prehensive career program for warrant 
officers and an intensive study to estab- 
lish such a program is now under study 
within the Department of Defense. At 
the present time the basic study on this 
matter is nearing completion and it is 
believed that a more complete solution 
including legislation other than HR 2942 
(Mr. Sutton’s bill) will result from these 
studies. 

“It is therefore requested that Con- 
gressional consideration of HR 2942 be 
held in abeyance pending the completion 
of the Department of Defense studies 
on the subject.” 

In a memorandum to the House 
Armed Services Committee, Representa- 
tive Sutton called attention to the fact 
that the Department has been promising 
to act on the warrant officer situation 
for the past two years. He declared: 

“It seems reasonable in view of the 
past history, to estimate that when

Marine Uniform ices 


The Marine Corps has adopted several 
new uniform changes including a rede- 
signed service uniform for male person- 
nel, as previously announced, the abolish- 
ment of summer and winter service 
jackets, adoption of a new field boot and 
wool muffler, and the redesign and change 
in color and size-range of present cotton 
khaki shirts. 

The new field boot, which will take the 
place of the present field shoe and leg- 
ging, is to be 10% inches high, rough side 
out, and dyed a dark brown mahogany 
shade. It will be fully laced with five 
pairs of eyelets and six pairs of hooks. 
The Marine Corps said that due to stocks 
of the present field shoe, “it is anticipated 
that the new field boot will not be avail- 
able until the fall of 1951, and then only 
in limited quantities.” 

The new wool knitted muffler will be 
of Marine Corps green and will replace 
the present flannel muffler for wear by 
male marines. It is designed to be worn 
as part of the cold weather clothing and 
also as part of the winter service uniform 
in garrison and on liberty with either the 
overcoat, topcoat or field jacket. 

Cotton khaki shirts will be redesigned 
to conform with specifications of the re- 
cently adopted tropical worsted shirts, 
and sleeve and neck sizes will be the 
same as those of commercial brands. The 
color of the shirts will be changed to the 
recently adopted lighter khaki M1 shade. 

The redesigned service uniform abol- 
ishes the British-battle-type-jacket adopt- 
ed at the end of World War U, and refr- 
states the older coat-style type. The 
service coat for enlisted men will be made 
of 16-ounce green kersey, and the winter 
and summer service coats for officers will 
be made of any cloth of adopted stand-

Temp. Promotions

The Army this week announced the 
temporary promotions of 785 first lieu- 
tenants to captain, 511 captains to ma 
jor; 324 majors of the various medic 
services to lieutenant colonel, and 1 
reserve first lieutenants of the Medical 
Corps to captain. 

Of the promotions to temporary major, 
169 were Regulars and 342 non-Regulars. 
The cut-off date was 25 Oct. 1945. 

Of those promoted to captain, 193 were 
Regular officers and 593 non-Regulara. 
Cut-off date was 23 Nov. 1946. 

In the Medical Corps 97 Regular ma- 
jors were promoted to lieutenant colonel 
and 19 non-Regulars. 

Dental Corps promotions included 38 
Regulars and 25 non-Regulars. 

The cut-off date for the Medical and 
Dental Corps was 30 June 1949. 

Nine Army Nurse Corps majors were 
promoted, all of them Regulars. Cut-off 
date was 30 June 1945. 

In the Medical Service Corps 67 Regw 
lars and 77 non-Regulars were promoted. 
Cut-off date was 30 Apr. 1947

Air Force Rotation 

A policy for the rotation of Air Foree 
personnel in Korea is expected to be put 
into effect by the end of August, accord 
ing to Secretary of the Air Force 
Thomas K. Finletter. 

In a letter to Rep. Patrick J. Hillings 
(R-Calif.), the Air Secretary said that 
the Air Force hopes to achieve “proper 
rotation” by the end of August and the 
beginning of September. 

He outlined the rotation situation as 
follows: 

“‘There are two phases of the operation in 
Korea. In the first phase we had the job 
of building up our air power. This meant 
that rotation could not be carried out at 
the rate that we would like to see it car 
ried out. This is particularly true of the 
light bomber wings, of which unfortunately 
there are none too many in the Air Foree. 
The B-26’s are our standard light bomber 
and are playing an especially important role 
in the Korean operation. It has just unforte- 
nately not been possible to rotate unite of 
the light bombers because we didn’t have 
them. As a result of the light bombers, as 
well as many of the fighting units of the 
Fifth Air Force, have had to stay. 

‘‘Now this situation is improving. We hope 
by the end of August and the beginning of 
September to enter into another phase where- 
in proper rotation will be achieved. The 
method is as follows: 

“There are two different sets of standards, 
one for the combat crews and the other for 
the ground personnel. In the case of com 
bat crews General Weyland is taking a num 
ber of factors (such as time in the combat 
area, number of missions, and type of equip- 
ment) into consideration to establish the 
so-called optimum standard for rotation. This 
standard will enable a man to be replaced 
in accordance with criteria which the Air

THE WAR IN KOREA 











HERE was almost a complete lull in 

the ground fighting in Korea this week, 
with only minor patrol activity, and a 
few probing attacks and counterattacks 
of a local character. Both sides sought to 
improve their positions defensively, while 
awaiting results of the armistice negotia- 
tions at Kaesong. There has been no sig- 
nificant change in the Korean military 
situation for two weeks. 


Allied sea and air attacks on enemy 
positions and transportation facilities 
continued with unabated intensity. At the 
enemy-held east coast port of Wonsan 
Red shore batteries opened up on Allied 
warships, with the heaviest such attack 
of the war. 


Guns ranging in size from 40 to 303 mm. 
were fired by the Communists and a large 
number of near misses were scored. Shell 
fragments caused superficial damage to 
some of the Allied vessels and one sea- 
man was slightly wounded. 


Air Force, Navy and Marine flyers, tak- 
ing advantage of some improvement in 
the weather, continued their interdiction 
of enemy supply lines and made direct at- 
tacks on Communist troops in close tac- 
tical support of ground elements. 


Air observers report a continuation of | 


the enemy buildup of troops and supplies 
for a possible new offensive this summer. 
Various estimates place the number of 
Red troops on the front line or in close 
reserve as high as 400,000. 

Recently there has been a considerable 
movement of fresh Chinese Red troops 
into North Korea to replace units which 
were depleted and disorganized by heavy 
casualties in the recent futile Red offen- 
sives. With this additional strength, and 
with accumulated supplies that could be 
made available from storage areas and 
dumps near the front, the Reds are be- 
lieved to have the capability of mounting 
a new offensive, with limited objectives, 
in about three weeks. 

However, because of lack of logistic fa- 
cilities, it is regarded as unlikely that such 
an offensive could be sustained longer 
than about a week. There is no longer any 
doubt as to the ability of the Allies to 
maintain their hold on practically all of 
South Korea, and to resist successfully 
all pressure that the Chinese and North 
Korean Reds are able to apply. 

The present Allied line is the best de- 
fensive position held at any time since 
the Chinese Reds entered the war. United 


Nations forces are numerically stronger | 
than at any previous time, and are bet- | 


ter equipped than at any time during the 
war. Furthermore, most of the Allied 
troops are exceptionally well trained and 
battle-hardened. There has been an in- 
crease in strength in the air and on the 
sea, as well as in ground troops, and re- 
markably fine co-ordination has been de- 
veloped among the Services, as well as 
among the forces of the various nation- 
alities represented in the combat area. 


On the other hand, the Communists 
have suffered extremely heavy casual- 
ties, particularly among their best- 
trained, first-line troops. While the 
Chinese Reds have almost limitless man- 
power the loss of veteran soldiers cannot 








be quickly or easily replaced. The Com- | } 
| the bombardment fleet, and splinters in- 


munists have suffered from equipment 
shortages for months, and recently there 
have been indications of lack of sufficient 
food for front-line troops. With local sup- 
plies largely exhausted the Reds are find- 
ing it increasingly difficult to keep the 
flow from Manchuria moving to the front 
in the face of the cumulative damage in- 
flicted on roads and rail lines by continu- 
ous Allied air raids. 


Aggregate enemy casualties from the 
beginning of the war to date are now ap- 
proaching a million and a quarter. The 
latest official American estimate places 
the enemy losses from the beginning of 
the war on 25 June 1950 through 4 July 
1951 at 1,202,928. This represents an in- 
crease of 11,506 over the previous esti- 
mate of 25 June 1951, 


Of the total enemy casualties the North | 


Koreans sustained 608,525, including 372,- 
630 killed and wounded, 89,804 sick and 
injured, and 146,091 prisoners of war. The 
Chinese Communist losses are estimated 
at 595,403, of which 500,107 were killed 
and wounded, 76,914 were non-battle cas- 
ualties, and 17,382 were prisoners of war. 

In the ground fighting this week Allied 
patrols discovered a number of enemy 
groups, totaling about a regiment, south 
of Kaesong, the site of the armistice dis- 


outside the neutralized zone around Kae- 
song. Several enemy groups of platoon 
size were encountered in the area north 


and west of the Imjin River. Allied ar- | 
fire dispersed several of these | 


tillery 
units. 

United Nations patrols received 75 
rounds of mortar fire and met light op- 
position in the Yonchon area. Allied re- 
connaissance forces made light contact 
with the enemy northeast of Korangpo-ri. 

A Red company was engaged by an Al- 
lied patrol northwest of Chorwon and 
dispersed after a 20-minute fight. A light 
probing attack by the enemy northwest 
of Kumwha was repulsed. Northeast of 
that town small enemy groups were en- 
countered. Southeast of Kumsong Allied 
patrols briefly engaged small enemy 
units. Light enemy local attacks by small 
units were driven back in the area north- 
west of Yanggu, and small skirmishes oc- 
curred northeast of that town. 


For the first time since 7 July 1950, 
when the first American soldier was 
killed in Korea, a 24-hour period passed 
last Tuesday without a single American 
battle death. The action has been so light 
that major Allied units have had the op- 
portunity to engage in intensive training 
behind the lines, and to assimilate re- 
placements received under the current 
rotation policy. 

The lull in the fighting, however, ap- 
plied only to ground troops. Surface ele- 
ments of the Allied navy continued block- 
ade and interdiction operations, particu- 
larly along the east coast from Songjin 
to Kosong. Carrier-based naval and Ma- 
rine planes carried out air attacks on gun 
positions, railway cars, bridges, and ve- 
hicular traffic. 

The principal naval action occurred at 
the long-bombarded enemy-held port of 
Wonsan. Red shore batteries made a 
spirited reply to Allied warships, firing 
500 rounds at naval vessels from guns 
ranging from 40 to 303 mm. in caliber.

Farther south, near the extreme east- 
ern end of the battle line, the U. S. Heavy 
Cruiser Helena and accompanying de- | 
stroyers furnished call-fire support for 
South Korean ground troops operating in 
the vicinity of Kansong. 


As the weather improved, the Far East 
Air Force stepped up sharply the num- 
ber of sorties flown and the number of 
targets brought under attack. Heavy 
damage was inflicted on enemy trans- 
portation and supply facilities by land- 
based aircraft throughout North Korea. | 
Fighters and light bombers attacked 
vehicular convoys and rail transporta- 
while medium bombers continued 


Japanese-based B-29 Superforts, which 
were escorted by F-84 Thunderjets, | 
attacked marshalling yards at Sinmak, | 
Hung-su-ri and Opa-ri, disrupting traffic 
on the main West Korea railway line. | 
Medium bombers from Okinawa hit rail- | 
way yards at Kunu-ri and Samdong-ni, | 
using radar technique to bomb through 
the clouds. A single Superfort hit a sup- | 
ply center at Chinnampo on the west | 
coast, and another struck the marshal- | 
ling yards at Hungnam in the east. 


American F-80 Shooting Star jet 
fighters-bombers struck railway tracks, | 
damaged bridges, knocked out locomo- | 
tives and boxcars, and destroyed a num- | 
ber of pack animals along the western | 
supply route of the enemy.

Enemy airfields at Sunan, Sariwon, 
Sinmak and Hwangju were hit by B-26 | 
light bombers and heavy damage in- | 
flicted. Other B-26s operated along the | 
main enemy supply routes throughout 
North Korea, attacking vehicular and 
railway traffic. One B-26 made a night | 
attack on a train near Sunchon, and | 
reported damaging 15 cars. 


Activity of hostile aircraft during the 
week was: very light. Several MIG-15 
enemy jets were sighted in Northwest 
Korea near the border, but they fled into 
Manchuria before they could be attacked 
by Allied aircraft. A few other planes 
of undetermined type were sighted or 
picked up by radar as far south as Seoul, 
but disappeared soon after their pres- 
ence was detected. 





Seek Mounted Cavalry 


A sympathetic interest in a proposal to 
reestablish a nucleous of mounted Cav- 
alry in the Army has been expressed by 
Representative Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), 
chairman of the House Committee on 
Armed Services. 

In a letter to Maj. Gen. John K. Herr, 
USA-Ret., the last Chief of Cavalry of 
the Army, Chairman Vinson said: 

“Certainly the thought has occurred to 
me that the day of cavalry has not 
passed, as I witnessed the activities of the 
Reds in Korea and saw the grave diffi- 
culties of the Army in the opening days 
of that war, in trying to operate off the 
roads with their mechanized equipment. 
* * * Experience is a harsh teacher. If 
the day of cavalry is still with us, as cer- 
tainly it would seem to be in some areas 
of the world, I profoundly hope it will not 
take a military disaster or extended loss 
of American casualties to demonstrate 
this need.” 

Chairman Vinson’s support was in reply 
to a letter General Herr had sent to him 
calling attention to the enthusiastic en- 
dorsement of the reestablishment of horse 
and mule pack outfits expressed at an 
informal meeting held recently in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

At that meeting, presided over by Col. 
John F. Wall, USA-Ret., there was gen- 
eral agreement that the following should 
be done: 

“Organization of adequate pack trains 
and a Cavalry Division. 

“Bring the horse back to ROTC units 
and to West Point. 

“The use of the horse for training in 
selected National Guard units. 

“To applaud the action of the Marine 
Corps in continuing in the use of the 
horse.” 

Ceionel Wall told at the meeting of a 
visit to Quantico where he saw a modest 
horse show put on by the Marine Corps.

“It was one of the most commendable 
exhibits,” he said. “Around 30 horses are 
maintained at Quantico, and there isn’t 
one that isn’t over 17 years of age. These 
Marine officers have initiative. They teach 
equitation and they use the Philips Pack 
Saddle to transport the machine gun. 


| These Marines are using what they have 


and they are doing a grand job. They 
have no public funds allotted for main- 
taining horses.” 

General Herr told the meeting that in 
his opinion if Cavalry had been avail- 
able after Inchon, remnants of the North 
Korean Army could have been destroyed, 
and the Chinese hordes would have been 
contacted and delayed and complete

| movement reported to the commander. He 


also quoted a letter from Maj. Gen. Ho- 


| bart R. Gay, who had recently returned 


after commanding the 1st Cavalry Divi- 
sion in Korea, in which he expressed 4 
belief that Cavalry would have been of 
great value in Korea. 

Many other endorsements of Cavalry 
were read from outstanding military 
leaders, including Generals Truscott and 
Wainwright.

IOLLOWING are extracts from the re- 

port of the Preparedness Subcommit- 
tee of the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services, showing some of the revolting 
conditions under which Service personnel 
and their families are forced to live be- 
eause of lack of adequate public or gov- 
ernment housing at Camp Breckinridge, 
Ky.: 

Military personne! who live off the post are 
scattered over 25 communities and the rural 
area. Housing used by many military fami- 
lies is seriously substandard and rent goug- 
ing is rampant. 

The post pediatrician reports that two 
children of soldiers have been bitten by rats, 
one child bitten on the cheek and neck and a 
6month-old baby bitten three times on the 
hand. He has observed cases of illness owing 
partially to ‘unsanitary conditions and has 
suggested in sume cases that military fami- 
lies move because of unSanitary conditions. 

The post medical inspector, who has con- 
ducted many investigations of soldiers’ hous- 
ing in the area, reports great overcrowding, 
no adequate water and sewage facilities in 
most quarters, and generally disgusting 
sanitary conditions. Similar descriptions of 
conditions were given by the public health 
nurse and the Red Cross representative. 

The area in which Camp’ Breckinridge is 
located has rent control. The Office of the 
Housing Expediter believes that there are 
hundreds of cases of rent gouging in the 
area which have not been called to its atten- 
tion, especially involving military personnel, 
who are deterred by the threats of landlords 
that they will evict any tenant who reports 
to the Office of the Housing Expediter. 


In one case which we discuss in this report, 
a sergeant’s wife, who is extremely fright- 
ened of her landlady, begged us not to dis- 
close her identity. She said: ‘‘Do you know 
how it feels to be living in fear—not to be 
able to get along with your landlord—to be 
continually fighting him—to be afraid of 
eviction and maybe not be with your family 
any more?’’ - 

In another case a landlord told a sergeant: 
“If you’re too good to live here, don’t take 
it. All soldiers think they’re too good.”’ 


The OHE representative points out that 
there is a great deal of housing over which 
he has no jurisdiction. For example, any 
structure which has been converted from a 
nonhousing use to a housing use is exempt. 
Thus barns, chicken coops, schoolhouses, tool 
sheds, and other such places are exempt. New 
construction built since February 1947 is 
also exempt. He estimates 50 per cent of all 
housing in the area is exempt, and in one 
instance new cunstruction is renting at 214 
per cent above the fair rental set by the 
FHA. From his personal experience he states 
that many renters in the area seem to be 
obsessed with the idea that as a normal 
rental they must receive the amount of 
money allotted to military personnel for 
quarters allowance. Therefore, officers are 
given preference over enlisted men and the 
higher the rank of the officer, the better 
chance he has to secure accommodations. 
The OHE representative states that housing 
conditions were terrible in World War II, 
but they do not even compare with the de- 
plorable conditions now. The Office of the 
Housing Expediter cites an example of an 
officer from Camp Breckinridge who made a 
side deal with the landlord not to reveal his 
Tent. However, the Housing Expediter 
learned the rent being paid and lowered the 
rent, whereupon the iandlord began to charge 
the officer rent for the garage to make up 
the difference. Another example was the 
case of an eight-room unfurnished house 
which was rented for $175 per month and 
was cut down to $95 by the Office of the 
Housing Expediter. 


In some instances the rents which are 
cited below may seem at a casual glance to 
be low. However, they are not low for the 
type of accommodations furnished. Even if 
such rents were reasonable, the basic prob- 
lem would still remain. It is that men who 
have been called into the service of the coun- 
try have been forced to house their depend- 
ents in places not fit for human habitation. 


The Doll House 


A widow in Waverly, Ky., once built a 
small playhouse for her daughter, this play- 
house being situated on the back lawn. With 
the reactivation of Camp Breckinridge and 
the accompanying scarcity of housing the 
Playhouse was moved into the vacant lot next 
door. A very.small covered porch was added 
to the rear and it became known to service 
Personnel as the Doll House. 

The Doll House is approximately 14 feet 
wide and 9 feet deep with the porch measur- 
ing approximately 4 by 6. This 150-square- 
foot area has been divided into four rooms, 
one in the center, two in each wing, and one 
in the back portion. A sergeant, his wife, 
three children, and his mother-in-law reside 
in this piayhouse. He pays $35 per month 
for the premises, but before the rent-control 
Office acted he was paying $45 per month. 
Electricity is supplied and furnishes the

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lights and the power for cooking. Since a 
stove of any type is out of the question, a 
two-burner hot plate is used for cooking and 
heating purposes. Water must be carried by 
bucket from the landlady’s house next door. 
Only the center room is large enough to hold 
a bed and it is impossible to walk across the 
room in any direction without going over the 
bed. The bed effectively takes up all of the 
space in a side room while it is folded away. 


The Ancient Farmhouse 


Next door to the Doll House is an ancient 
farmhouse also owned by the same landlady. 
This house once had three rooms and a back 
porch. The back porch has now been con- 
verted into a room and the house divided 
down the middle. into two apartments. When 
the camp was first opened this shabby farm- 
house was rented for $50 per apartment. 
After the Office of the Housing Expediter 
examined the premises the rent was lowered 
to $30 per apartment. Water is obtained from 
a pump on the back stoop. Toilet facilities 
for both families consist of an old shed which 
has been converted into a privy. In the 
apartment live a corporal and his bride of a 
few weeks. 


The Bottle House 


Perhaps the most iggeniously devised 
soldiers’ housing in the area of Camp 
Breckrinridge is a small shack known as the 
Bottle House. The architectural ingenuity 
which went into the construction of this 
structure is an object of wonder, if not of 
admiration. The front of the house is built 
of mortar and whiskey bottles, the bottoms 
of the whiskey bottles being turned out to 
give a smooth surface over which whitewash 
has been applied. The front wing of the 
house was devised artistically with the bot- 
toms of bottles protruding from one side and 
the necks of the bottles protruding from the 
other side. Due, no doubt, to a scarcity of 
bottles, the rear section of the house is con- 
structed of several hundred beer cans also 
set into mortar. At one point outsized oil 
cans were substituted for the beer cans for 
variety. A bottle chimney rises to the rear 
of the house. Water is secured from a rather 
untidy well in the next lot. The house con- 
tains two shabby rooms divided only by a 
counter rather than an entire wall. A cor- 
poral and his family of three reside here and 
pay $25 per month for the house, which in- 
cludes rickety furniture and electricity. 


The Box 


Next door to the Bottle House is a tiny 
boxlike shack which has been divided into 
two rooms and which is rented to a sergeant, 
his wife, and child. Electricity and crude 
furniture are included in the rent of $20 per 
month, but the sergeant had to buy his own 
refrigerator. A coal stove furnishes the heat- 
ing and cooking facilities. Water is secured 
from the pump located nearby. The wife 
states that they have never before lived in 
such conditions as this. 

A mess sergeant at Camp Breckinridge 
states that in January and February he 
formerly rented one room for $55 per month, 
with an additional charge of $2 per month 
for kerosene and $3 per month for elec- 
tricity. The heat was supplied by a pot- 








bellied stove in the room, the coal for which 
cost him $17.50 for a 1-month period. The 
irony of the situation, aside from the fact 
that $77.50 was paid for living accommoda- 
tions that month, is that a bottle of a well- 
known soft drink froze in the bedroom while 
the stove was operating at full tilt. He 
States that at the few desirable places he has 
seen, the landlords would not tolerate 
children and that as a result his 3-year-old 
son is now with his grandmother. 


The Grocery Man 


A converted garage of three rooms with 
bath for $50 per month furnished, plus $15 
per month for utilities, was the home of one 
of the noncommissioned officers. The Office 
of the Housing Expediter subsequently cut 
the rent to $40 per month, whereupon the 
landlord made a charge of $10 per month for 
coal. The concrete floor of this unit was 
constantly wet and slimy. In the bedroom 
there was one window 24 inches square. The 
sergeant stated that the landlord made it 
generally unpleasant for any of his tenants 
who did not buy their grocertes at the land- 
lord's store. In view of the fact that gro- 
ceries could be bought by the family at the 
Camp Breckinridge commissary, this was re- 
garded as unreasonable. Of the other two 
shacks on the property, one was renting for 
$42.50 per month and the other for $45 per 
month. Prior to residing at this place, the 
sergeant had rented two rooms in a con- 
verted filling station 1 mile south of Union- 
town. There was no sewage disposal, no 
toilet or bath, no heating facilities or water. 
The rent was $45 per month. 


The Deserted Schoolhouse 


Nineteen and one-half miles southwest of 
the camp, on an old dirt road, is an ancient 
and decrepit schoolhouse deserted by teach- 
ers and their students and now in a state of 
disrepair. A civilian employee at Camp 
Breckinridge purchased the school for $1,200, 
making payments at the rate of $20 per 
month. He then divided the schoolhouse into 
three units, one with one large room now 
empty except for junk, and two of three 
rooms each plus two small alcoves which are 
called rooms by the landlord but which are 
unusable for that purpose since they are not 
more than 4 feet wide. 

The sergeant who occupies one unit is a 
reservist recalled in November 1950, who had 
served for over 4 years in Europe with the 
Fourth Infantry Division in World War II. 
He pays $50 per month rent for his apart- 
ment, including utilities but not including 
furniture. There are no screens on the apart- 
ment and flies are everywhere. When it rains 
the roof leaks so badly that the sergeant and 
his wife are continually busy sweeping the 
water out the front door (the only door). 
Water is secured from a spring across the 
valley some quarter of a mile distant. It is 
carried to the schoolhouse in buckets. The 
toilet facilities are provided some yards to 
the rear of the schoolhouse. 


The Chicken Coop 


A private from Camp Breckinridge resides 
in a building which was formerly a chicken 
coop, which rents for $27.50 per month. In 
this strange structure the roof leaks so bad- 

















ly that furniture has to be moved around 
the building when it rains in order to keep it 
from becoming damaged. 


The Fragment 

In a community of generally deplorable, 
scrubby, and ravaged houses near the camp 
is a converted fragment of a school building 
for which a sergeant and his wife pay $30 
per month plus utilities. Heat is insufficient 
and the family has to sleep with the lights 
on in the evening in order to keep the rats 
away. The building leaks terribly when it 
rains. The family has two children, one 
aged 3 years and the other about 14 months. 
It is necessary to use a wash tub for their 
baths. The sergeant’s wife has a great deal 
of difficulty in carrying the children up the 
Stairs, which are extremely steep. The ceil- 
ing upstairs is so low that it is impossible 
to stand erect except in the middle of the 
room. 


The Shanty 

In undescribable squalor in a rickety 
shanty live a sergeant, his wife, and two 
chiidren. The house is extremely small and 
divided into three tiny rooms incapable of 
holding adequate furniture. The outside is 
made of fake tar-paper bricks, while the in- 
side walls are papered with corrugated card- 
board. 

The beds in two of these rooms take up all 
of the space available. For this, the sergeant 
pays $15 per month unfurnished but includ- 
ing water. He pays $4.02 per month extra 
for electricity. The landlord works at Camp 
Breckinridge as a civilian worker. It is neces- 
sary that the sergeant secure water from the 
landlord who resides across the street. The 
landlord will not permit him to have water 
for washing purposes unless the sergeant 
pays for it. 

The floors are covered with cracked and 
curled linoleum. There are large cracks in 
the walls. The lack of screens permits flies 
to swarm everywhere. In winter, heat is fur- 
nished by an old coal stove which is in such 
a state of disrepair that the fire shows clear- 
ly through the sides of the stove. The coal 
bill averages $10 per month in cold weather. 
Bottled gas for the cook stove costs about $5 
per month. The only toilet facilities are out- 
side and in a bad state of disrepair. 

Whenever it rains, leaks are numerous and 
cause great discomfort to the family since 
there is no place to move the furniture to get 
it out of the way of leaks. The sergeant 
served in the Aleutians and in Germany in 
World War II. For this, the sergeant finds 
it necessary to pay $34 per month for living 
quarters, which does not include sufficient 
water for washing purposes. 


The Honeymoon Cottage 

One of the civilian workers at Camp Breck- 
inridge owns a number of rental properties 
adjacent to his home. One of these accom- 
modations, a tiny converted coal shed or ice 
house, serves as the honeymoon cottage for 
a private and his bride of a few months. This 
tiny house is divided into two rooms, has no 
running water, no indoor toilet facilities. 
The linoleum floors are badly cracked and 
the wallpaper is peeling and dirty. In one

An educational conference, with dis- 
tinguished educators present, is slated for 
30 April. In’connection with this, there 
will be West Point exhibits from every 
department. 

Early in May, a military education con- 
ference is to be held, the Presidents of 
ROTC colleges being the guests of the 
occasion. 

Athletic events will mark 17 May; the 
“grand jubilee” will occur on 31 May; and 
the celebration will be concluded on 3 
June, graduation day during “June 
Week.”

Military Pay System 

The six-man committee appointed last 
March by the Chief of Finance to study 
and analyze the technical aspects of the 
Military Pay System for the Army has 
completed its work. 

Its recommendations for simplifying 
the pay system—particularly in combat 
areas—have been submitted to Col. Leigh- 
ton N. Smith, Acting Chief of Finance. 
Action has already been initiated by the 
Military Pay Sysem Board to test and 
determine the merits of each recom- 
mendation. 

The committee recommended: 

1. Central clearing offices to insure that 
lost or otherwise unclaimed pay records 
reach their proper destination. 

2. A central disbursing office in combat 
zones to expedite payments and cut down 
on equipment now carried by Army divisions. 

3. Establishing a Research and Develop- 
ment Board to maintain a continuing study 
of all phases of finance disbursing. 

4. Copies of military pay records to be re- 
turned to the serviceman each pay cycle, 
on 31 Jan. and 31 July. In this way, each 
serviceman would have a statement every 
six months of his pay status. Questions 
would be eliminated and_ discrepancies 
brought to light. 

5. Revisions in the military pay order and 
in the military pay record. 

The group chairman was Col. James 
FE. Allen of the Philadelphia Finance Of- 
fice, USA. Others were Lt. Col. Clyde L. 
Martin, from Hq. Camp Chaffee, Ark., 
who served in Korea as Finance Officer, 
1st Cavalry Division; Lt. Col. Howard G.

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Housing Problem 
(Continued from First Page) 
are as follows: 

“The study presented herein encom- 
passes only a few of the major training 
camps located in this country. Although 
many abuses are indicated, it may be 
necessary for the subcommittee to con- 
duct further studies and hearings in or- 
der to provide a substantial basis on 
which to formulate recommendations. 

“In the meantime, the Department of 
Defense should immediately initiate, to 
the fullest extent of its powers and re- 
sources, measures to alleviate housing 
conditions of the nature described in this 
report, including: 

“A. A survey to determine the feasi- 
bility of increasing available housing. 

“B, The solicitation of cooperation of 
local civilians and civic groups. 

“C. The utilization of any vacant or un- 
used property for trailer camps. 

“D. The dissemination to military per- 
sonnel of information with regard to rent 
control regulations and other relevant 
legal matters pertaining to dependents’ 
housing. 

“E. The obtaining of priorities for the 
rehabilitation of dependents’ housing. 

“The Department of Defense should 
promptly make recommendations for 
whatever additional legislation it deems 
necessary to remedy the situation. 

“The Department of Defense, in select- 
ing military installations for reactiva- 
tion or expansion, should consider as a 
major criterion the availability of satis- 
factory dependents’ housing. Before any 
post is reactivated or expanded, the De- 
fense Department should seek to obtain 
frm commitments from local officials 
guaranteeing that an adequate number 
of livable housing units will be avail- 
able for dependents. 

“The Department of Defense should, if 
possible, promptly certify those installa- 
tions to be retained as permanent instal- 
lations in order to encourage private 
building in the area.” 

Sec. Pace Acts 

Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, 
jr, took prompt action by writing im- 
mediately to Senator Johnson and assur- 
ing him of the Department’s deep con- 
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cern in the problem of housing. He told 


the Senator that the Department has | 


taken or will take the following action: 

“‘A. In May 1951 I directed a survey of 
every one of the Department of Army's in- 
stallations, permanent and temporary, to de- 
termine factually and graphically the family 
housing situation and to determine the feasi- 
bility of increasing available housing. 

“B. I have instructed the Commanders 
of our installations to actively work with 
local Army Advisory Committees, Civic or- 
ganizations and citizens of nearby commu- 
nities to provide all possible housing accom- 
modations at reasonable rates of rental. 

“Cc. I have directed the Commanders of 
our installations to immediately study the 
feasibility of using any vacant or unused 
property for trailer camps. 

“‘D. The Commanders of our installations 
where rent controls prevail have been in- 





re | 
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structed to intensify existing programs aimed 
at acquainting all Army personnel with the 
protection available to them under rent con- 
trol laws and also to continue wise use of 
their powers to declare as off-limits to all 
personnel and dependents any unsafe quar- 
ters. 

“E. This week the Army agreed to full 
cooperation with the Office of the Housing 
Expediter on a program to encourage private 
landlords in communities near Army posts, 
to improve and remodel houses and buildings 
to make available as many new sets of quar- 
ters as possible.’’ 

Continuing, Secretary Pace said: 

“On 30 June 1951 I sent to your Subcom- 
mittee and also to several appropriate com- 
mittees of the Congress, a preliminary out- 
line of the results of the Army's housing 
survey and cited a few typical cases illus- 
trated by pictures. The purpose of that com- 
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munication was to acquaint the Congress 
with the fact of the Army’s intense interest 
in this matter. 

“The Department of the Army now will 
have its material and recommendations co- 
ordinated by the Department of Defense and 
with the other Armed Services, so that a 
positive program aimed at attacking the 
whole problem may be evolved for the entire 
Department of Defense. I am suggesting to 
the Department of Defense that in the prepa- 
ration of such a positive program the assist- 
ance of the National Housing Authority be 
secured. It is likely that the Defense De- 
partment’s program, when it is completed, 
will require some action by the Congress.

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Wartime Promotion Review 


The Navy reported unfavorably this 
week on a House bill authorizing the 
Secretary of the Navy to review records 
of officers who failed to be advanced dur- 
ing the war. 

A similar bill, which grew out of the 
case of Lt. Comdr. Edward White Raw- 
lins, was passed by the Senate during the 
previous session of Congress and was 
reported out of the House Committee, 
but died on the floor of the House. The 
Navy opposed that bill, too. 

The new bill, HR 2245, was introduced 
by Representative Landsdale Sasscer 
(D-Md), last January. 

In making its report on the bill, the 
Navy said its “considered view” was that 
the cases of all officers encompassed by 
the bill had “already had thorough and 
adequate consideration and review within 
the Navy” and that any additional 
boards would be “not only unnecessary 
but would serve no useful purpose.” 


Football Schedule 


The first Navy football game of the 
1951 season will be played against Yale 
at New Haven, Conn., on 29 Sept. 

In releasing the Midshipmen schedule 
for the coming season, Navy Coach Eddie 
Erdelatz sounded a pessimistic note: “I 
don’t believe we will be quite as strong 
as last season due to... losses by gradua- 
tion.” 

Much of Navy’s success during the 1951 
season, he said, “will depend on whether 
we are able to fill the vacancies created 
by the loss of 13 lettermen from the 
1950 Navy squad.” Coach Erdelatz added 
that he is “looking to last year’s plebes 
and junior varsity men to furnish the 
needed replacements” and that he is sure 
he can count on “the same fighting spirit 
we had last year.”

Guided Missiles For Navy 


Construction will start early in Au- 
gust on a $40,000,000 U.S. Navy mass pro- 
duction plant for guided missiles to be 
operated at Pomona, Calif. by Consoli- 
dated Vultee Aircraft Corporation. 

Announcement was made by Gage 
Irving, Manager of the Consolidated Vul- 
tee (Convair) Guided Missile Division, 
now located at San Diego. The division 
will supervise plant construction, oper- 
ate the government-owned factory and 
build supersonic interceptor-type missiles 
for the Navy’s Bureau of Ordnance. 

The Pomona factory will comprise sev- 
eral one-story concrete buildings with an 
aggregate floor area of more than 1- 
200,000 square feet, Mr. Irving said. The 
main manufacturing building will be 1280 
feet long and 600 feet wide. Smaller 
buildings will house administrative units, 
engineering and experimental depart- 
ments and modification operations. 

Mr. Irving said approximately a year 
will be required for construction of the 
plant facilities. Pending occupancy of the 
Pomona plant, the Guided Missile Divi- 
sion is operating at San Diego.

In addition, the Bureau has repaired 
minesweepers, destroyers, and other ships 
pattle-damaged in the Korean war, and 
has quickly restored these to the active 
fleet. 

The conversion of the Essex class car- 
riers is one of the most important projects 
underway at the present time. The flight 
decks of these carriers are being mod- 
ernized to carry improved jet aircraft. Of 
these, the Essex and Oriskany have al- 
ready been completed. 


In March 1951, the Congress authorized | 


the construction of 500,000 additional tons 
of new naval vessels including a 60,000 
ton aircraft carrier, and the conversion of 
ene million tons of existing vessels. The 
Bureau anticipates that funds will soon 
be made available to initiate this work. 

Realizing that the vital skills and facili- 
ties of the nation’s private shipyards will 
be essential in the event of total mobiliza- 
tion, the Bureau is scheduling virtually 


all new construction to private yards in | 


an effort to expand their operations toa 


point where total mobilization can be ac- | 


complished as rapidly as in the naval 
shipyards. 

Modern naval vessels are becoming 
more and more costly, not only because 
of the rising price level, but also because 
of the infinitely more complicated and 
expensive equipment, particularly elec- 
tronics equipment, required to make them 
effective. Over $400,000,000 will be com- 
mitted during this fiscal year to equip 
both new and éxisting vessels with the 
latest electronics gear. 


Almost 65% of the Bureau’s research | 


and development funds are now being 
devoted to electronics projects. The scope 


of the Bureau’s effort in electronics en- | 
compasses the entire known spectrum of | 


electro-magnetic radiation. This means 
frequencies in the order of a cycle meas- 
ured in minutes to frequencies measured 
in millionths of a millionth of a second 
for a cycle. Other phenomena which are 
not cyclic such as cosmic rays are also 
included in the electronics research and 


development effort. These occur at time | 


rates almost beyond the ability of the 
human mind to grasp. 

The applications of electronics by the 
Bureau include communications (voice 
facsimile, television, teletype) radar, 
sonar, navigation, remote control, data 
transmission, infra red, industrial appli- 
cations, meteorology, radiation detection, 
and high altitude work associated with 
rockets and guided missiles. The Bureau 
also coordinates electronic tube develop- 
ment work for the Navy. 

Numerous Government laboratories 
and commercial firms are conducting re- 
search and development projects for the 


Bureau. Included in these projects is an | 
automatic switching system which per- | 


mits a single command officer to coordi- | 
nate and operate all of the fire power 


aboard a ship from one control console, 
thus bringing push button warfare one 
Step closer to realization. ss 


In order to insure that edequate ship- | 
building, ship repair and manufacturing | 


facilities are available to meet the Navy’s 
future mobilization needs, the Bureau has 
made industrial surveys of, and has re- 
ceived allocations of capacity in, the plant

flaps; and a set-in Waistband With seven 
belt loops. 

Sizes of both the coat and trousers will 
be commercially graded. 

Marine officers’ service uniforms con- 
structed with a four-piece back which are 
currently in production or already 
stocked by civilian firms will be author- 
ized for sale to Marine officers and Ex- 
changes until 30 June 1952, the Corps 
said. Effective 1 July 1952, the summer 
and winter service uniforms will be man- 
ufactured in accordance with the new 
specifications.

Tentative plans to expand maintenance 
and supply facilities at the Air Force’s 
northeast materiel area headquarters, 
Middletown, Pa., Air Depot, by establish- 
ing an additionai aircraft maintenance 
depot including an airfield in the Lan- 
caster area, have been announced. 


The airfield and depot facilities at Olm- 
sted AFB, Middletown, are inadequate 
for the continuing increase of aircraft 
maintenance, supply and _ associated 
equipment activities required under the 
current Air Force expansion program. 

It is planned to close the airfield facili- 
ties at Olmsted to flying upon completion 
of the proposed base in the Lancaster 
area, to transfer most of the aircraft and 
associated maintenance equipment opera- 
tions to the new facility and to continue 
maintenance and supply functions at 
Otmsted with an increase in jet engine 
overhaul activities at the Middletown 
base. 


At present, no specific site in the Lan- 
caster area has been decided upon. How- 
ever, the area does provide: adequate 
and suitable terrain for a possible landing 
field; readily available rail and truck 
transportation; a location nearby Middle- 
town, which would not require certain 
personnel employed at Olmsted AFB to 
change residence; a location which would 
allow a single headquarters and staff to 
manage both facilities which would re- 
duce overhead cost of the operation; and 
adequate available manpower in the area. 

Approximately 5,000 civilian employees, 
including those transferred from Middle- 
town to operate the new facility in the 
Lancaster area, would be needed for the 
proposed new depot. At the same time, it 
is not expected that the level of activity 
at Middletown would decrease. 


If the project is approved by Congress 
and funds requested are made available 
at a future date, approximately $74,000,- 
000 will be used at the proposed depot 
and at Olmsted AFB to provide runway 
facilities and other airfield pavement 
work, fuel storage and dispensing facili- 
ties, operational facilities, aircraft main- 
tenance facilities, administrative and sup- 
porting facilities, utilities, land acquisi- 
tion, test facilities, storage facilities and 
shops. 
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MATS Move Jet Trainers 


The first four of more than 100 Ameri- 


can jet aircraft bound for nations in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization have 
reached Newark, N. J., after being flown 
cross-country by the newly constituted 
Ferrying organization of the Military 
Air Transport Service, MATS headquar- 
ters revealed this week. 

Flown from the Lockheed plant at 
Burbank, Calif.. by MATS ferry pilots, 
the T-33 jet trainers will be surface- 
shipped to Europe. These aircraft, for use 
in training N.A.T.O. pilots, are two- 
seater, dual-control jets, similar to the 
F-80 Shooting Stars. 





Rotate Training In England 


The 12th Fighter-Escort Wing, Berg- 
strom AFB, Tex., will replace the 31st 
Fighter-Escort Wing now on rotational 
training duty in England. It will be a per- 
sonnel rotation only. The aircraft—F-84 
Thunderjets—will remain in England for 
the use of the 12th. 

The 3lst Wing’s home base is Tiarner 
AFB, Albany, Ga. The Wing is command- 
ed by Col. David Schilling, who has been 
in England for approximately six months. 

Personnel of the 12th Fighter-Escort 
Wing are being airlifted to England by 
the Military Air Transport Service, be- 
ginning this week. 


Taking part in this movement will be 
Douglas C-74 Globemasters and Boeing 
C-97 Stratofreighters, as well as DC-4 
Skymasters under contract to MATS 
from civil air carriers. The eight airlines 
furnishing planes include California East- 
ern, Flying Tiger, Overseas National, 
Pan-American, Seaboard and Western, 
Transocean, United, and U. S. Overseas 
Airlines. 

Both the 12th and 3lst Fighter-Escort 
Wings are assigned to Strategic Air 
Command. 

The 2d Medium Bomb Wing of SAC 
from Hunter AFB, Savannah, Ga., is also 
on rotational training duty in England.

General Quesada, who has 
a long and distinguished career as a 
flyer, planned to retire two years ago, 
but was induced to remain on active 
duty to command the inter-Service task 
force which conducted the recent atom 
bomb tests in the Pacific. In connection 
with General Quesada’s approaching re- 
tirement the Department of the Air 
Force issued the following statement: 


“Over two years ago General Quesada 
sought retirement. At that time he was 
asked to take command of Task Force 
3, which he did in the middle of Sept. 
1949, with the understanding that his re- 
quest for retirement would again be 
considered. The Secretary of the Air 
Force and the Chief of Staff of the Air 
Force have reluctantly agreed to give 
further consideration to his request for 
retirement which he has indicated he in- 
tends to submit in the immediate future.” 


General Quesada was born in Washington, 
D. C., on 13 Apr. 1904, and joined the Air 
Corps as a flying cadet in 1924. He was com- 
missioned a reserve second lieutenant, but 
returned to active duty as a second lieu- 
tenant of the Regular Army in 1927. He 
served as one of the crew of the Question 
Mark which stayed in the air in 1929 for 
seven days in the first successful attempt to 
refuel in the air over a protracted period. 

During World War II he served in com- 
bat as commander of the 12th Fighter Com- 
mand in Africa, deputy commander of the 
Northwest African Coastal Air Force, and 
commander of the 9th Fighter Command dur- 
ing the European campaign. He has been 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal, the 
Distinguished Flying Cross, Legion of Merit, 
Air Medal with two Silver Oak Leaf Clusters, 
the Purple Heart and numerous foreign 
decorations.

Training Aircraft Observers 


Increased use of vital electronic equip- 
ment in military aircraft has caused a 
complete revamping of training so as to 
provide aircraft observers adept at the 
new skills required by tremendous speeds 
and all-weather operations. 

A new Observer Training Plan will be 
embodied in the aviation cadet flying 
training program with the first class 
scheduled to start 15 Sept. 1951, at Elling- 
ton AFB, Tex. 

Aviation cadets can apply for training 
leading to an aircraft observer rating in 
the same manner that they now apply for 
pilot training, the Air Force said. 

An abbreviated 15-week (maximum) 
basic course is designed to provide for 
the retraining of World War II trained 
aircraft observers of all types to meet 
current aircraft observer requirements 
and for rated pilots who will be trained 
as aircraft observers. 

Rated and non-rated first and second 
lieutenants, other than pilots, who have 
not passed their 27th birthday anniver- 
sary, may apply for the 50-week aircraft 
observer training. Applicants must pass a 
Class 1 or 1A physical examination as 
prescribed by Air Force Regulation 160-1. 

Basic training, consuming 27 of the 50 
weeks, will consist of airmanship, physi- 
ology, aviation mathematics, basic elec- 
tricity, aircraft instruments, aircraft com- 
munications, maps and charts, elemen- 
tary navigation, radar principles, in-flight 
radar maintenance, bombing theory, gun- 
nery principles and meteorology. 

The first nine weeks of the basic course 
will be a screening stage, which will de- 
termine the mental and physical fitness of 
the trainee. Academic and air stages, also 
nine weeks each in duration, follow. 

The three stages will include a total of 
100 flying hours and will produce a fun- 
damentally trained aircraft observer 
ready to enter specialization in one of 
several advanced courses, including B-47 
and B-36 training. 

These latter courses vary from 10 weeks 
to 26 weeks. As currently contemplated 
they will include heavy bombardment, 
medium bombardment (conventional and 
jet), light bombardment, transport navi- 
gator, reconnaissance, and interceptor 
observers, and electronics countermeas- 
ures and aircraft performance engineer 
officers. 

Advanced courses will be conducted at 
Mather Air Force Base, California; Con- 
nally Air Force Base, Texas; Keesler Air 
Force Base, Mississippi; Lowry Air Force 
Base, Colorado; and Chanute Air Force 
Base, Illinois. 

Graduates of the advanced courses will 
be given Air Force specialty codes to indi- 
cate completion of specialized training. 

The program has been initiated after 
months of study by the Directorate of 
Training at U.S. Air Force Headquarters. 
Taken into strong account throughout 
the study were the increasing demands 
being placed on aircraft observers who 
are key men in the new-type aircraft 
being produced in American factories. 

The program will be conducted with 
equipment and facilities for which funds 
already have been made available. 


Activate Stead AFB 


The Air Force will activate Stead AFB, 
Reno, Nev., under Strategic Air Com- 
mand on 1 Aug. as a training installation. 

Under the heavy bomber command, 
Stead AFB will undergo necessary altera- 
tions to make it effective as a SAC base. 
An authorization of $2,109,000 has been 
requested from Congress for these altera- 
tions and new construction. It was for- 
merly an Air National Guard and 
Continental Air Command Base.

Service Housing. The only solution to the 
disgraceful housing situation so dramatically 
presented in the Senate Preparedness Subcom- 
mittee’s report is the immediate construction of 
more family dwellings in and around military 
installations. The Subcommittee has done an ex- 
cellent job of presenting the problem, but it is 
weak on answers. The report admits that it may 
have to conduct further studies and hearings in 
order to provide a “substantial basis’ on which 
to formulate recommendations. In the meantime, 
its first suggestion is that the Department of De- 
fense conduct another survey to ‘determine the 
feasibility of increasing available housing.” There 
have been surveys upon surveys since World War 
II ended. The Army, Navy, and Air Force have 
each conducted surveys, and the Department of 
Defense has made over-all studies. All they can 
reveal is the deplorable shortage of housing. Sur- 
veys can not build homes—that takes appropria- 
tions. But only an insignificant amount of money 
has been provided for construction of housing, 
Congress having insisted that principal reliance 
be placed on private construction. The Wherry 
Act to guarantee the mortgages of builders who 
erect homes near permanent stations has fallen 
far short of meeting the need. Many of the large 
posts do not qualify for these loans and the rents 
of those constructed are too high to fit the needs 
of non-commissioned officers and junior com- 
missioned officers. The Defense Housing Act, now 
before Congress, would be more liberal in its in- 
centives to private builders and would permit 
government construction where private enter- 
prise fails, but that is meeting with great oppo- 
sition. Private housing should be encouraged to 
the utmost, but in the meantime the Services 
should be given necessary funds to resume the 
construction of government quarters on Service 
posts. We hope the National interest aroused by 
the Senate report will bring this about. 


What of Service Pay? The executive and 
legislative branches of the government are show- 
ing a commendable interest in the matter of 
increasing the pay of civilian employees of the 
government. The Civil Service Commission has 
made studies and recommendations on the sub- 
ject. The President has sent a message to Con- 
gress recommending a 7 per cent increase and 
urging action on his proposal. Both the Senate 
and House Civil Service Committees have been 
busy holding hearings. The Senate committee 
has reported out a bill carrying increases slightly 
greater than those proposed by the President. 
The House Committee is meeting in executive 
session working out its plan. Certainly, with all 
this concern and activity, an increase for civilian 
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employees seems assured. 

Likewise, in private business and industry in- 
come has risen steadily, mostly with the blessing 
and approval of the government itself. 

What about the Armed Services? The Depart- 
ments have shown no outward concern. They 
have not even replied yet to the request sent 8 
May by the House Armed Services Committee 
for a report on Representative Van Zandt’s bill 
for a cost of living increase. As far as is pub- 
licly known, neither the Department of De- 
fense, nor any of its subdepartments or boards 
or agencies has suggested that Service pay scales

WO’s Lose Pay

What the WO needs more than a fair promotion 
policy is an amendment to the Career Pay Act of 1949. 
While in the grade of W-1 we should get at least as 
much money as a Master Sergeant. I was appointed 
a W-1 from M/Sgt in December 1948 and was led to 
believe that eventually a W-1 would get the same pay 
as a 2nd Lt. Since my appointment as a WOJG I esti- 
mate I have lost approximately $1,500.00. Even if I 
now should have a chance for promotion to W-2 the 
pay then would not equal that of a Master Sergeant. 

A promotion from W-1 to W-2 still leaves the W-2 
receiving $20.00 a month less than a M/Sgt, assuming 
both are serving in the European Command. 

I hope, in all sincerity, that something can be done 
to correct this unfair situation.

Early Retirements 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

For about one thousand officers of the Army and the 
Air Force, the 30th of last month was an unpleasant 
reminder that regardless of their ability or age, the 
retired list was just two years away. Some will be 
about 58; many about 54; and some, particularly in the 
Air Force, will be about 50. While this group no doubt 
contains some who are dead wood, the great majority 
are filling positions of responsibility in a thoroughly 
satisfactory manner. 

The law which requires this early retirement was 
passed in order to provide a reasonable flow of promo- 
tion under conditions which no longer exist. Today, 
and for some time to come, the Departments will be 
needing all of the experienced officers available. 

In recognition of that fact, there have been from 
time to time, tentative proposals looking to the sus- 
pension, amendment, or repeal of the pertinent part 
of the law. However, there does not seem to have been 
any definite and decided effort to obtain that action. 

In the meantime, more and more of the officers af- 
fected reach the point where a change of station is in 
prospect with its expense and trouble, and perhaps less 


should keep pace with mounting costs. Even in 
the matter of tax relief, the House passed its 
revenue bill without even considering the matter 
of restoring the military exemptions granted 
during World War II. Senator Lehman and his 
associates in the Senate have asked the Senate 
Finance Committee to consider his Service tax 
relief bill as an amendment to the general tax 
bill, but there is no assurance that that will be 
done. 

We urge the Departments, Agencies, and Com- 
mittees concerned with the Armed Forces and 
National Defense to look into the subject of Serv- 
ice pay, active and retired, and come forward 
with a concrete plan to prevent its lagging too 
far behind the standards of other Americans in 
civil life.

desirable duty—and decide that it is not worth the 
cost for the few months remaining. Their attitude to 
ward these problems would be materially different if 
instead of less than two years, they could expect active 
service until sixty—which incidentally, is now permitted 
non-Regulars. 

And so this is not the problem some people think it 
is—a matter to be solved two years from now.

There are many solutions possible. Among them the 
suspension of that particular part of the law for a 
stated number of years or its revocation; the substitu- 
tion of a selection for retention; or finally, the simple 
announcement that officers so retired would be recalled 
to active duty for extended periods until age sixty and 
considered eligible for selection for promotion during 
such period. 

Any of these is a solution that would save the Gov- 
ernment experience and money—and for the next few 
years at least, would not block promotions to any un- 


desirable degree.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


RMISTICE negotiations in Korea hit a snag this week with a sharp disagreement | 


over one item on the agenda. While no official announcement was made as 
to the nature of the difficulty, it is generally understood to be due to the insistence 
of the Communists that the immediate withdrawal of all foreign troops from Korea 
be considered at the conference. The United Nations delegation flatly opposes this 
proposal, regarding it as a political question to be reserved for later discussion at 
a diplomatic conference, and not appropriate for consideration by military personnel 
in connection with an armistice. This impasse may result in the disruption of current 
negotiations. 


With the exception of this one item the delegates are agreed as to the agenda, 


though by no means in complete agreement on the disposition of all of the questions | :

scheduled for discussion. Should the Communists withdraw their proposal as to 
evacuation of foreign troops the prospects for the termination of hostilities are 
regarded as reasonably good. 


Negotiations were discontinued last week when Communist guards refused to 


clear a convoy, which included 20 Allied newsmen, passing through enemy-occupied | 


territory en route to the site of the conference at Kaesong. Thereupon General 
Matthew B. Ridgway, USA, Commander-in-Chief of United Nations Forces, refused 


certain specific conditions. These included the complete neutralization of Kaesong 
and the territory immediately surrounding that town, removal of armed Communist 
troops from Kaesong and from the route traveled by the Allied armistice delegation 
from Munsan to Kaesong, and recognition of the right of the Allied commander to 
send such personnel as he saw fit to the conference area, including 20 newsmen. 
The Reds, after a delay of a few days, agreed to all of these terms, and the confer- 
ence was resumed. 

The brusque demands of General Ridgway and the acquiescence of the enemy 
brightened considerably the outlook for peace, as it was felt that the yielding of 
the Reds may indicate a real desire to end hostilities, rather than to exploit the 


peace talks for propaganda purposes. When discussions were resumed this week | 


there was a more cordial atmosphere, and Allied delegates were more hopeful of 
the ultimate conclusion of an armistice than heretofore. 


&» AMONG THE OBSTACLES to an early agreement are the Communist demand 


that the 38th parallel be the middle of the dividing zone between the opposing forces, | 


and the Allied insistence on inspection behind the lines by an armistice commission 
to insure that truce terms are carried out by both sides. Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson has declared that any Korean truce should be based on the present battle 
line, rather than the 38th parallel. Except in the extreme west Allied troops now 
occupy North Korean territory 15 to 30 miles north of the controversial parallel. 


The arrival in Iran of Mr. W. Averill Harriman, special emissary of President 
Truman, to aid in an attempted settlement of the oil controversy, was signalized by 
a series of Communist-led riots in Teheran, in which 12 to 25 persons are reported 
to have been killed and more than 250 injured. The street disorders spread to the 
Iranian parliament, where the interior minister was accused of fomenting violence 
in an effort to overthrow the government of Prime Minister Mohammed Mossadegh. 

Despite these unfavorable auspices Mr. Harriman is still hopeful of the success 
of his mission. He conferred at length with the premier, to attempt to lay the ground- 
work for a possible compromise in the grave crisis that stems from the nationali- 
zation by the Iranian government of the rich British-owned oil properties in Iran. 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Far East Dependent Study—With the possibility of an early end to fight- 
ing in Korea, Army officials in Washington and the Far East are reported to be 
drafting plans for easing the problem related to the prolonged separation of mili- 
tary personnel in the Far East from their families. 

No final action is likely until the situation in Korea becomes stabilized. But 
advance planning is necessary and it is encouraging to learn that studies already 
are underway, both at the Pentagon and at General Matthew B. Ridgway’s head- 

















It is conceivable that the plan, when finally released, may provide compensa- 
tory methods for computing time towards a tour of duty in the Far East. Thus, 
for example, a person might receive special credits for service in Korea, with 
greater advantage going to those who have been in actual combat and lesser credits 
to those serving with rear echelon units. Then, as regards service in Japan, it is 
possible that persons who have not had their families with them would be re-

Obviously, there are many details to be worked out and all of them must be in 
consonance with direct military requirements related to travel, housing, etc. But 
the studies are progressing, according to present indications, and as the situation 
permits the Army plans to move as quickly as possible to alleviate what is recog- 
nized as a serious morale problem. 

There is a possibility that should the fighting in Korea be terminated at an 
early date, with a possible consequent reduction in movement of military personnel 
across the Pacific, the Army might be able later this year to inaugurate, on a 
limited basis, dependent travel as housing and transportation factors permit. 

What is important, in view of the many expressions of concern regarding the 
dependent situation in the Far East which have been published in THE JOURNAL 
in recent weeks, is the fact that the matter now is under energetic review. This 
is certain to bolster morale both among military personnel in the Far East and 


| their dependents in the United States. 


Combat Pay Puzzle—Even as the interim legislation to provide combat 
pay for forces in Korea continues bottled-up by inaction of the House and Senate 
Armed Services Committees, the disturbing disclosure this week was that the De- 
partment of Defense, although on record in support of permanent combat pay legis- 
lation, is doing nothing about it. 

Here is the background. On 18 Jan. 1951, in transmitting to Capitol Hill the 
bill to provide combat pay for forces in Korea, the then Assistant Secretary of 
Defense, Marx Leva, declared: 

“Although the proposal is limited to Korea, it is felt that there is a need for 
establishing permanent legislation with respect to combat duty pay. The President 
has directed the Department of Defense to study the problems involved and to 
submit appropriate recommendations concerning such legislation.” 


“Tt is anticipated,” the Defense official continued, “that upon completion of the 


| study within the Department of Defense appropriate legislative recommendations

» INTERNATIONAL INTEREST was aroused this week by the visit of Admiral | 
Forrest P. Sherman, USN, Chief of Naval Operations, to Generalissimo Francisco | 


Franco, dictator of Spain, and his discussions with Spanish defense officials. It was 
asserted, without official confirmation or denial, that the admiral completed arrange- 
ments for the acquisition of naval and air bases in that country for use by the United 


States. Presumably in return the United States would supply military equipment for | 


the Spanish army. 


President Truman and Secretary Acheson characterized Admiral Sherman’s | 


talks with the Spanish dictator as “tentative and exploratory,” but both indicated 


that military considerations had occasioned a change in our policy toward Spain. 


They admitted that our new Spanish policy was at variance with that of our western 
allies, notably Britain and France. However, the administration’s new policy found 


instant bipartisan Congressional support, with Jeaders of both parties warmly | 


applauding the new accord. 


Official spokesmen of the foreign ministries of England and France quickly | 
made known their objections to any military arrangements between the United | 
States and Spain. They oppose admission of Spain to the North Atlantic Union, | 


and are against any mutual defense pact of the United States or any other Atlantic 
Treaty Nation with Spain. They regard the present Spanish government as Fascist, 
and feel that any close association with that country by a western power would be 


fully exploited by Communist propaganda to the detriment of the unity of the | 


western democracies. 

On the other hand, many American military and political leaders strongly favor 
the utilization of Spanish military resources in the defense of Western Europe. 
Spain is strongly anti-Communist and is so situated as to provide excellent stra- 
tegic locations for naval and air bases in the event of war. The Spanish army of 
400,000 is the largest in Western Europe. It is well trained, but is almost entirely 
lacking in modern armament. A reorganization of the Spanish government to make 
it more representative, and less objectionable to the western democracies, was 


announced late this week. The new government is definitely monarchical in char- | 


acter and forecasts the probable abdication of Franco as dictator and the designation 
of a scion of the Spanish royal family as king. 

In a simple ceremony Leopold III this week abdicated the Belgian throne, and 
turned over the reign to his 20-year-old son, Baudouin I. Leopold lost popular favor 
when he surrendered to the Germans early in World War II, and has been the 
center of political controversy since the war. The new monarch is very popular 
and his accession is acclaimed by all parties, except the Communists. His powers 
are strictly limited by the Belgian constitution. 


will be submitted to the Congress.” 

THE JOURNAL this week asked the Department of Defense what was being done 
to prepare a bill for a permanent combat pay law. The answer was given that since 
no action has yet been taken on the bill to authorize temporary combat pay for 
Korea only, nothing is being done by the Department on the permanent combat 
pay measure. 

On the basis of the assertion in Mr. Leva’s communication, this would seem 
to indicate that the Presidential directive is not being followed, since it was stated 
that the White House had called for recommendations concerning such legislation. 

Some observers feel that in view of the fact that there has been such an un- 
fortunate delay in gaining Congressional action—actual submission of the bill was 
held up for months—an effort could be made now to revise the Korea combat pay 
legislation to establish combat pay as a permanent piece of legislation to cover 
both the action in Korea from 27 June 1950 and any subsequent engagements in which 
the Armed Forces may participate. 

However, the surprising statement that nothing is being done at this time in 
the Department of Defense to further permanent combat pay legislation means 
that if the Korea bill is passed, it will not be applicable to any other situation. 
This would require later passage of other legislation. The feeling among many 
military personnel is that a proper bill should be passed the first time—-that combat 
pay for Korea and for future conflicts should be passed simultaneously. 

Meanwhile, the petition submitted by Representatives Teague and Potter is 
in the office of the Speaker of the House awaiting the necessary 218 signatures. 
If that number should sign, it would bring the bill out of the Armed Services 
Committee and put it before the House for action. Under the House rules the names 
and numbers of signers are secret until the necessary 218 are secured. 


Marine Corps Bil!—The bill to expand the Marine Corps to a minimum 
of 300,000 enlisted men and to make its Commandant a full member of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff now awaits action by the House Rules Committee to give it right- 
of-way for consideration on the floor of the House. The bill already has been passed 
by the Senate and a strengthened version reported favorably by the House Com- 
mittee on Armed Services. Representative Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), chairman of the 
latter committee, has introduced a resolution asking for a rule to take the bill up, 
but the Rules Committee has not vet scheduled a hearing on it.

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Admiral Inglis’s Retirement—Wire service stories from the West Coast 
this week reported that Rear Adm. Thomas B. Inglis, Commander, Pacific Fleet 
Training Command, San Diego, had formally applied for retirement because he 
could not support certain “politico-military views.” The stories quoted a “source 
close to him” as saying that he was reluctant “to accept future posts which fre- 
quently demand that senior admirals support certain politico-military views with 
which Admiral Inglis is not in sympathy.” The Associated Press story quoted 
Admiral Inglis as saying this was “substantially correct.” 

The Office of the Secretary of the Navy in Washington said that no request 
for retirement had been received from the 54-year-old flag officer. 

A former director of Naval Intelligence, Admiral Inglis has served for more 
than five years in his present rank and will have completed 35 years’ active service 
by the end of the current fiscal year. This would then make him automatically 
subject to consideration by a Navy retention board which would decide whether 
or not he should be retained on active duty. 

The reported retirement brought a number of comments from Capitol Hill 
where Senator Russell (D-Ga.), Chairman of the Senate Armed Services Committee, 
said that his group would be glad to hear the Admiral’s views if he wanted to air 
them, but that the committee would not begin an investigation. Senate Minority 
Leader Kenneth Wherry (R-Neb.), said: “This is further evidence of the impos- 
sibility of getting an adequate defense when we have to shape our defenses to 
the left-wing political policy of which Secretary of State Acheson is the architect.” 
Senator Morse (R-Ore.), said: “If I were President, I would make it clear in this 
great emergency which faces the country that any military man who does not 
a he can carry out the military and foreign policies of the United States should 
resign.” 

Senator Paul Douglas (D-IIl.), said he feels military men ought to carry out 
orders and leave the formation of national policies to civilian leaders. 


“Sound Off”—The Duckworth Chant—On a cold spring evening seven 
years ago, as a company of soldiers were returning to Ft. Slocum, N. Y., from a 
long tedious march, a chant broke the stillness of the night—a Negro soldier, 
Willie Duckworth, was chanting to build up the spirits of his weary comrades. 
The infectious rhythm of the chant soon spread through the ranks. Footweary 
soldiers picked up their step in cadence with the growing chorus of male voices. 
Instead of a down-trodden, fatigued company, the men marched with heads up, a 
spring to their step and smiles on their faces. 

At Ft. Slocum, shortly thereafter, the then commanding officer, Col. Bernard 
Lentz, recognized the chants possibilities for Army morale purposes and helped to 
foster it as a marching song. With the aide of instructors at the base, Private Duck- 
worth composed a series of verses and choruses to be used with the marching 
cadence, and it was soon made a part of the drill at Ft. Slocum. In a short time, 
the War Department had the chant recorded and distributed to the millions of 
soldiers overseas. 

Today, the Duckworth Chant, or “Sound Off” as it is better known, is one of 
the top musical hits of the year. Colonel Lentz, now retired and living in Larch- 
mont, N. Y., interested the music publishing house, Shapiro, Bernstein & Co., Inc., 
of New York City, in the chant, and the company arranged to have copies issued 
and a stirring RCA Victor record made by Vaughn Monroe. 

Last week, band-leader Monroe was awarded a Certificate of Achievement by 
the Army and Air Force in recognition of his work in helping maintain troop morale 
and stimulating recruiting. The award cited his recording of “Sound Off” of which 
it was said: “There is no doubt that the popularity of this record has helped the 
voluntary recruiting program for the U.S. Army.” 
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List Aerenautical Charts—The navigation of aircraft between points in 
any of the International Civil Aviation Organization’s 57 member nations has been 
made easier by the publication of an ICAO aeronautical chart catalogue which tells 
aircraft pilots and airline companies where they may find all the necessary maps. 
The catalogue, the first of its kind in the world, contains complete listings of all 
aeronautical maps and charts available from ICAO’s contracting states, noting from 
where they may be purchased and how much they cost. The catalogue details the 
areas for which charts are available. It gives a full description of what is shown 
on the various types of aeronautical charts, such as route charts, radio facility charts, 
celestial navigation charts, and visual flight charts at various scales providing either 
world-wide, continental, regional or small area coverage. Most of the charts listed 
conform to the cartographic standards developed by ICAO for the use of interna- 
tional civil aviation. The catalogue lists more than 7,000 individual charts, and 
ICAO provides a quarterly amendment service, so that pilots may have a complete 
and up-to-date listing of all available aeronautical charts, Headquarters of the 
International Civil Aviation Organization are in Montreal, Canada.

section that consideration must be given the 
availability of satisfactory dependents’ hous- 
ing in the selection of Army installations for 
reactivation or expansion and reconsideration 
is being given the status of all temporary 

installations. 

‘To solve the whole pressing problem of 
family housing will require the conscientious 
cooperaton of the Military Services, the Con- 
gress and the people of America. Please fee? 
assured that the Department of the Army is 
anxious to contribute in any way possible 
toward the solution of this problem."’ 

In a speech on the Senate floor, Sena- 
tor Johnson commented upon the report 
issued by his Subcommittee 19 July. He 
said that the Subcommittee staff worked 
up some comparisons on a square foot- 
age basis between rentals for the sub- 
standard housing described in the report 
and luxury apartment buildings ip 
Washington, D. C. He termed the results 
“astounding,” and reported: 

“1. A sergeant renting ‘‘the doll house” 
in Waverly, Kentucky, pays $2.76 per square 
foot for inadequate accommodations. Renters 
in a “‘swanky establishment’’ in Northwest 
Washington, which has air conditioning and 
all the luxuries, pay $1.44 per square foot 
per year. 

“2. A private renting an old granary near 
Camp Rucker, Alabama, is paying $2.16 a year 
per square foot. Residents of another luxury) 
apartment hotel in Northwest Washington 
are paying $1.32 per square foot 

‘3. Tenants of a 15-room hotel known as 
‘The Fire Trap’ in Ozark, Alabama, paid. 
before it was put ‘off limits’ to servicemen. 
$4.40 per square foot per year. Residents of 
the most expensive suite in one of Washing- 
ton’s largest apartment buildings on 16th 
Street pay $1.56 per square foot per year.’ 

Senator Johnson praised Secretary 
Pace for “his determination to safeguard 
the interests and well-being of Army 
personnel.” He said that Pace is “setting 
an example which I hope the other Serv- 
ices will emulate.” 

The subcommittee took the almost un- 
precedented action of including in its re- 
port photographs of some of the houses 
service men and their families are forced 
to live in. Senator Johnson said this was 
due to the fact “that some of the hovels 
were so hideous they could not be de- 
scribed adequately by mere words.” The 
JOURNAL reproduces some of the subcom- 
mittee’s pictures on page 1323 of this 
issue.

The first Marine Corps aviator to be 
killed in the Korean war was reburied 
with full military honors in Arlington 
National Cemetery on 17 July. 

He was Capt. Vivian M. Moses, 27, of 
Sumter, S. C., who was killed when his 
plane was shot down 11 Aug. 1950. He 
had been downed the day before, but was 
rescued by helicopter and returned to 
duty from the aircraft carrier USS 
Bodoeng Straits. 

Captain Moses was awarded the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross posthumously for his 
valorous actions during those two days. 

Services were conducted by Lt 
P. Spohn, CHC, USN, in the Ft. Myer Capes, 
after which the remains were escorted on a 
eaisson to the burial site. The body had 
been buried temporarily in a United Nations 
cemetery at Masan, Korea.

Small business firms received 2,444 of 
the 3,291 procurement contracts awarded 
by the Army Medical Service during 
April, the latest month for which such 
figures are available. 

The awards to these firms, employing 
less than 500 persons each, totaled 74.3 
per cent of the contracts granted and 
amounted to $10,679,100, or 64.6 per cent 
of the total expenditure of $16,531,900 
for the month. 

Maj. Gen. George E. Armstrong, Sur- 
geon General of the Army, pointed out 
that they represented only direct con- 
tracts awarded to small business concerns 
and do not reflect an undetermined vol- 
ume of business done by the many small 
firms operating under sub-contracts for 
larger manufacturers.

“Concentration” of Contracts * 

Defense contracts have been heaped 
onto a select few large companies, leav- 
ing the great majority of small and med- 
ium-sized businesses throughout the 
country without defense work and cut 
back from civilian production, a Senate 
Small Business Committee survey 
charges in a report filed 19 July. 

An independent Small Business Com- 
mittee survey on the “Concentration of 
Defense Contracts in Industry,” alleges 
that 10 large manufacturing companies 
have been handed 40% of the total dol- 
lar volume of defense contracts since 
Korea while 50 companies command 
almost two-thirds of the dollar volume 
of defense contracts. 

The Small Business Committee said it 
“recognizes full-well that there is a large 
‘hard core’ of major procurements which 
must be undertaken by the giants of 
American industry,” but added that is 
felt obligated to issue its report because 
the top 50 concerns have received many

Navy Purchasing Activities 

The economic operations of the Navy 
Purchasing Office, 111 East 16th Street, 
New York 3, N. Y., and their impact on 
small business were emphasized in a 
statement released this week by Capt. 
G. R. Kinnear, USN, Officer-in-Charge of 


son, assistant secretary of the Army, | this large installation. 


The office in New York, said Captain 
Kinnear, is the major Navy Purchasing 


| Office, handling 50 to 60 per cent of the 


dollar volume of all Navy buying instal- 


| lations. During the fiscal year 1950, the 


workload of the New York Navy Purchas- 
ing Office averaged less than $4,000,000 
per month for the total staff of 153 em- 
ployees. During the fiscal year 1951, a 
workload of over $31,000,000 per month 
was performed by 176 persons. In other 
words, while the workload increased 
about 800 per cent between June of 1949 
and June of 1951, personnel increases 
were held to only 15 per cent. 

In addition to the increase in the vol- 
ume of purchasing, many new functions 
were absorbed by the New York Navy 
Purchasing Office during the past two 
years. They included: “single service” as- 
signments (purchases made on behalf of 
the Army, Air Force and Navy) covering 
procurement of table and plated wear, 
flags and bunting, navigational instru- 
ments, insecticides, rope, ecclesiastical 
ware, and Navy-wide assignments cover- 
ing procurement of clothing, electrical 
equipment, chemicals, electronic equip- 
ment, books and periodicals, hardware, 
bearings, stationery, gyro compasses, 
gaskets, and hose. 

Small business has also benefited great- 
ly by the policy of the New York Navy 
Purchasing Office. More than 60 per cent 
of all formal contracts, representing 30 
per cent of the dollar value, have been 
awarded to small business during fiscal 
year 1951. This compares very favorably 
with the dollar value of small business 
awards for all Navy Purchasing Offices, 
which totaled only 18 per cent. In addi- 
tion, of course, a substantial portion of 
the prime contracts awarded to large 
business enterprises resulted in subcon- 
tracts for small business firms. Of in- 
formal orders, less than $1,000 each, more 
than 75 per cent of the number and over 
70 per cent of the dollars are being 
awarded to small business. 





Expand Forge Operation

Signal Corps Procurement 

The Army Signal Corps has consoli- 
dated its Procurement and Industrial 
Mobilization branches to better meet its 
problems, With the increased procure- 
ment program, the planning and the cur- 
rent procurement activities have come 
closer together. 

The consolidated office will be known 
as the Procurement Branch of the Pro- 
curement and Distribution Division in 
the Office of the Chief Signal Officer. It 
will be headed by Lt. Col. K. M. Gonseth, 
previously in charge of industrial mobili- 
zation for the Signal Corps. 


C-122 Service Test 


Air Force pilots of the 16th Troop 
Carrier Squadron (Assault) at Sewart 
AFB, Smyrna, Tenn., completed a total 
of 276 hours flying time during the three- 
week Accelerated Service Test Program 
on the Chase Aircraft Company C-122 as- 
sault transport. 

A ‘round-the-clock schedule of opera- 
tions prevailed, and during one week 
the unit attained 115 hours of flying time 
on the lone C-122. 

A full program of instrument, night 
and cross-country flights, including land- 
ing and takeoff practice along with 
ground control approach work, was 
mapped out by Capt. Paul A. Hughes, 
Squadron Operations Officer. 

Despite periodic adverse weather con- 
ditions, flights went off on schedule and 
every pilot in the outfit, including those 
at command level, flew the C-122 (second 
production aircraft) to a point where 
complete familiarization with the air- 
craft’s handling characteristics was evi- 
dent. 

At the end of the program, more than 
100 hours had been flown by the 16th 
pilots on night instrument flights. The re- 
maining hours had been invested in take- 
off practice and daylight transition 
flights. On several days, records show 
that the aircraft spent more than 20 
hours aloft and in many instances more 
than 15 hours in a day was totaled. 

Despite the extended hours of opera- 
tion, the 16th’s maintenance men found 
that no maintenance, outside of normal 
inspections, was necessary on the air- 
craft during the flight program. This 
point was termed “a major contributing 
factor to the success of the operation” 
by Col. N. H. Van Sickien, CO of the 316th 
Troop Carrier Group. 

Lt. W. F. Boyle in his first time in 
the cockpit, piloted the plane during a 
night cross-country flight on instruments. 

Responsibility for much experimenta- 
tion and operational development for 
field service of assault-type aircraft to- 
day rests solely with the 16th Troop 
Carrier Squadron, Assault. The outfit 
was formed and is the only Air Force 
unit staffed and equipped to prove the 
new Air and Ground Forces concept of 
wartime delivery of men and supplies, 
by air-landing, direct to forward combat 
areas. 

The outfit is also training on an intensi- 
fied program preparatory to its participa- 
tion, for the first time in squadron 
strength, in the Joint Army-Air Force 
maneuver “Southern Pines,” to be con- 
ducted in the Ft. Bragg, N. C., area dur- 
ing August.

of the rooms a man 5 feet 8 inches tall cannot 
stand erect without touching the ceiling with 
his head. It rents for $40 a month. 


The Rat House 


One landlord has converted a former 
garage into two apartments by means of 
putting a sagging cardboard wall down the 
middle of the garage. The quarters on one 
side of this garage were recently occupied by 
a sergeant, his wife and three children. The 
apartment consists of one room with a chest- 
high counter dividing it into two sections. 
The paper is peeling badly. The floors are 
rough and splintery. There is no bath, no 
running water, and no toilet. 

The sergeant who formerly occupied it 
participated in World War II and was in the 
campaigns at Naples, Rome, southern 
France, Normandy, the Rhineland, and Cen- 
tral Europe. In May 1951, while residing in 
this apartment, the sergeant was paying $50 
per month rent. After residing there ap- 
proximately 1 month, the sergeant’s wife be- 
came greatly concerned with the rats which 
ran around the garage during the night. Con- 
sequently, she continuously kept the lights 
on. 

Early in May, due to the fact that her 6- 
month-old baby was restless, she turned off 
the lights. Shortly after midnight she heard 
the baby crying in its crib. When she turned 
the lights on, she noted that the baby had 
been bitten three times on the back of the 
left hand and was bleeding badly. Teeth 
marks were almost through the index finger. 
Frantically, she requested that the landlady 
permit her to use the telephone to call her 
husband whoa was at Camp Breckinridge that 
evening. The landlady refused, saying that 
nothing could be done for the baby. The 
following morning the baby’s hand had 
swollen to the size of an adult’s hand. When 
the baby was taken to the Army dispensary, 
the doctors showed great concern over its 
condition. Since that date, the baby has 
been under treatment. 


The Shrewd Businessman 


An enterprising minister lives in several 
rooms in a former CCC barracks on the out- 
skirts of Morganfield for which he pays $25 
per month. This man has divided four of 
the rooms into two small apartments which 
he rents to two soldiers for approximately 
$50 per month each. In the section in which 
the minister resides he has rented two tiny 
rooms to a corporal, his wife and infant for 
$48 per month. Thus, for an apartment for 
which he pays $25 per month the minister 
collects $148 per month and, in addition, has 
his own living quarters—a profit of 500 per 
cent. 

The Duplex 


A private, 11 years in the service, fighting 
in the South Pacific during World War II 
and wounded in Korea, is paying $50 per 
month for a three-room apartment in a small 
duplex building. Due to the fact that the 
ceiling in one room has been pulled down 
because of a leaky roof, the family has been 
able to utilize only two rooms. The bath, 
shower, and washing machine must be 
shared with their neighbors, a sergeant and 
his family. The interior of the house is ex- 
tremely shabby, and in a bad state of re- 
pair. Until March 1951, the neighboring 
sergeant paid a rental of $65 per month. In 
April the rent was reduced by the Office of 
the Housing Expediter to $50 per month. 
Later the Office of the Housing Expediter 
reduced it again to $45 per month. 

Another sergeant, his wife, and four 
children live in a four-room unfurnished 
apartment in a small house. Their rental is 
$46 per month, and though their heating bill 
averaged $25 per month the building was ex- 
tremely cold. It is the wife’s understanding 
that these premises formerly rented for $10 
a month to civilians. 

One sergeant reports that he rented a two- 
room apartment for $50 a month, and that 
the previous civilian occupant had paid $15 
a month. 


The Coal Shed 


Situated behind a regular home is a rickety 
structure which reportedly once served as a 
coal shed. Into this small area is crowded 
two units, one of two rooms and one of a 
single room. A sergeant and his family of 
three occupy the front two rooms for which 
they pay $40 per month furnished. Water is 
secured from a hose in the landlady’s front 
yard. A coal-oil stove is supplied for cook- 
ing since the landlady will not allow them 
to use a hot plate. The interior of the apart- 
ment, as well as the exterior of the entire 
structure, is ragged, run-down, and shabby. 

In the rear room of this shack live a pri- 
vate and his wife. In their tiny room they 
have a kerosene stove and a minimum of 
furniture for which they pay $10 a week or 
slightly over $40 per month, the same sum 
for which the front two rooms are rented. 
The floors are wavy; the ceiling, rough;-and 
a thin corrugated cardboard wall divides this 
room from the front apartment. There are 
no inside toilet facilities. 

Next door is a converted garage occupied 
by a recalled reservist corporal with his wife 





and child. The corporal himself put an addi- 


tion onto the rear of the garage by convert- | 


ing a coal house to make a kitchen. Includ- 
ing the coal house, there are two rooms in 
this unit. For this the corporal pays $40 a 
month, which includes electricity and water. 
Their water is secured from the landlady 
and a privy supplies toilet facilities. All 
walls lean, as does the floor and ceiling. The 
floor gives visibly underfoot. 

A public official in one town, not to be out- 
done by the other citizens of the town, built 
a small four-room shack in his back yard, 
renting it to two couples and allowing them 
to convert it into two two-room apartments. 
The house is built of a composition siding 
with wallboard and linoleum inside. A ser- 
geant, his wife, and child reside in one side 
of this and pay $25 per month rent. This in- 
cludes water but not electricity or fuel. A 
kerosene heater is used in the winter. The 
tenants are allowed the use of the landlord’s 
bath, which is several yards away.

Umpire School Opens 


An umpire school for the joint Army- 
Air Force Exercise Southern Pine has 
opened recently at Ft. Bragg, N. C. Ap- 
proximately 850 officers will attend the 
four-week school in preparation for the 
maneuvers, to be held 13 Aug. to 2 Sept. 
Brig. Gen. F. C. McConnell heads the 
group as Chief Umpire. 

The school has been divided into one 
section for ground umpires and one for 
air umpires, The 75 air umpires, under 
the command of Brig. Gen. Franklin 
Rose, will devote the first two weeks to 
background material on the maneuver, 
duties of the air umpire, and classroom 
exercises on probable situations. They 
will spend the last two weeks actually 
working on trial problems in the field 
with tactical aircraft engaged in pre- 
maneuver training. 

Approximately 750 umpires for ground 
units will go through the same type 
schooling for their duties with infantry 
and airborne divisions. They are com- 
manded by Col. A. C. Hamilton. Instruc- 
tors from every major ground service 
school will give these umpires instruction 
in the latest tactics and techniques. Dur- 
ing the last half of the umpire school 
course, ground officers will work out 
sample problems over the actual manet- 
ver area terrain. They will also undergo 
an intensive physical conditioning pro- 
gram. 





Criticize Reserve Recall 


“Irreparable harm” has been done to 
the Armed Services Reserve program be 
cause of the hasty recall of inactive and 
volunteer Reservists, the Special Subcom- 
mittee on Civilian Components of the 
House Armed Services Committee has re- 
ported. 


Lack of military records and knowledge 
of the condition of Reserve forces “js 
almost unbelievable” the committee said 
in its first interim report. “As a result of 
this administrative failure on the part of 
the Armed Forces the Nation has been 
treated to the spectacle of serious in- 
equities being perpetrated daily through- 
out the country,” according to the report. 


The committee pointed out that inac- 
tive reservists who were grandfathers 
with grown children “were involuntarily 
called to duty while nonveteran young- 
sters remained at home as members of 
the Organized Reserve. Enlisted men with 
multiple dependents, one with 10 chil- 
dren, were involuntarily ordered to duty 
while single men remained behind because 
of their membership in an organized unit. 
Reservists were picked out of college and 
ordered to report for active duty in a 
matter of days while their draft-protected 
nonveteran schoolmates continued to 
safely lounge on the campus.” 


The report continued that some reserv- 
ists were left behind “who should have 
been called first.” Some were called first 
“who should have been called last,” and 
many were called who “should never have 
been called,’ while still others attempted 
to volunteer for active duty and were not 
accepted. 

In making its report, the committee de- 
clared that “a partial rectification for 
the errors can be made by an early re- 
lease of all reservists serving on active 
duty involuntarily.’ 

The committee admonished the Armed 
Services that there could be “no doubt” 
that they had been “negligent in keeping 
up to date on the status of the individual 
reservist. Records have been entirely in- 
adequate,” and the Nation’s military lead- 
ers have failed “to provide for the con- 
tingency of a partial mobilization.” Lack 
of such a plan, the report said, “has 
brought about the unfortunate situation 
whereby inactive and volunteer reservists 
have been called to active duty indis- 
criminately.” 

The release of reservists is viewed by 
the subcommittee with the “utmost seri- 
ousness,” the report said. “The military 
services should treat these schedules as 
contracts, and every effort should be 
made to keep the terms of these pro- 
posed releases. In all instances the de- 
partments should release reservists from 
active duty at the earliest possible time 
that they can be spared.” 

Excerpts from the report follow: 

In the past year there has been much 
written in criticism of the military depart- 
ments and their recall programs for Tre 
servists. No attempt will be made here te 
go into these criticisms extensively for the 
mistakes which have been made are all too 
apparent. There can be no doubt that the 
Armed Forces were negligent in keeping uP 
to date on the status of the individual re 
servist. Records have been entirely inade- 
quate. Moreover, even more fundamental 
than the lack of efficient administration of 
the Reserve components has been the failure 
of the Nation’s military leaders to provide 
for the contingency of a partial mobilization 
This lack of a plan for partial mobilization 
has brought about the unfortunate situation 
whereby inactive and volunteer reservists 
have been called to active duty indiscrim!- 
nately and before the members of the 
Organized Reserve. 

Although the subcommittee is the first to 
acknowledge that the military departments 
have done an outstanding job in getting men 
and matériel to the combat zone, it also 
recognizes the painful fact that this has been 
done at the expense of heartaches, broken 
homes, closed businesses, and lost jobs on 
the part of reservists. 

The subcommittee recognizes that what has 
been done cannot be readily undone. A par 
tial rectification for the errors can be made 
by an early release of all reservists serving 
on active duty involuntarily. Even so this 
must necessarily be a phased release Mani- 
festly, all reservists serving on active duty 
involuntarily cannot be immediately released 
These men have been so integrated into the 
active forces that to do so would certain’y 
decimate units, ground combat planes. and 
lay up combat ships. Such a move would 
not be in the interest of national defense 
indeed, it would impair the security of thé 
country.”’
